POTATOES AND 'THK TAKIFF. 


Import iDutlcy Cnt n Rmnll Flpnre Except 


In Tiroes of Scarcity. 


It appears from statistics gathered, by 


the Kgricaltural department that during 
tho ten years cndod. June 30, 18D4, there 
•were imported into tho United States 
29,495,417 bushels of potatoes, valued 
at $lo,155,43:1, eaya the Philadelphia 
Record. The imports of potatoes during 
the same period exceeded in value the 
exports by tlio sum of $9,290,345. 


At first view it seems remarkable that 


a country iii which there is such a pro- 
lific yield tff potatoes should not fully 
supply itself without importations. But 
into the question of supply the cost of 
transportation enters as a controlling 
factor. It is sometimes cheaper to bring 
potatoes from tho Canadian provinces, 
Bermuda, or even Scotland, by means 
of water transportation, and to pay the 
tariff levied upon them than to snpply 
GUI- dastorn markets from domestic 
.snm-ce.s fit heavier cost of land transpor- 
tation. It must also bo remembered that 
tho potato crop is a very uncertain crop. 
Sometimes tho potato bug and sometimes 
"tho rot" plays havoc with tho yield. 
Tho tariff is of small consequence, ex- 
cept to mako dearer tho seed of tho 
farmers in years of scarcity aud tho pur- 
chases of consumers who are so situated 
as to be more cheaply supplied from for- 
eign sources. 


THE BOSTON POST has this about car

If the Fifty-third congress had accom-

The now law taxes 
according to valno, and this creates 
equality iu tho burdens of government.

iose who derive the greatest benefit, 
n other words, economy and justice are 
alito subserved by the new law. 


But palpable as thete advantages are 


hey do not comprise the only claims to 
avor which tho Fifty-third congress can 
present. Tho saving in the expenses of 
ho governmental departments are of sul- 
iciont importance to command attention, 
t simplified and improved the system 
of bookkeeping in all tile deRTxtments, 
vith the result that better and quicker 
ervice is rendered, with a greatly re- 
duced force and pay roll.

A Strong and Clear Arraignment 


by Eugene V. Debs. 


Mental Deformaties Clothed in Judicial Robes 


Who are "Sappers and Miners Working to 
Undermine the Federal 
Fabric"—Jefferson

He usurps in a: 


meisnro the highest authority kiicwn to i 
government, and the most offensive au- ] 
tU^rity known to government, ami in the j 
United .States of America, an infamous 
; 


authority, ail authority vrhich strikes at' 
anil strikes down the liberties of its vic- 
tims. 
It is -nufortnaato that the American | 


people ha~ve not been more thoroughly i 
educated in tho principles of tho political | 
institutions of their government. Wo 
boast of onr freo schools, but I venture 
the assertion that in tho textbooks of 
the schools nothing can bo found beyond j 
a mere mention of tho "sovereignty of i 
tho peoplo and the equality of coudi- ! 
tions," tho original, perfect, uncoutrol- | 
lable, fundamental facts to-which "laws j 
may be adapted, but which ninnot be j 
adapted to laws." They are the peculiar | 
elements of onr political constitution, 
and onr first study in education, as well 
as in legislation, should bo directed to- 
ward a full comprehension of laws hav- i 
ing for their basis sovereignty and equal- 
ity. 


It should bo understood, in the first 


place, that in onr form of government 
there is absolutely nothing above aud 
nothing beyond the universal, perfect 
and absolute sovereignty of tho people. 
This sovereignty penetrates all classes, 
directs all laws and affects all subjects. 
This is more clearly denned when it is 
said that every functionary of govern- 
ment, legislative, judicial and executive, 
is representative, and all authority exer- 
cised is derived from tho sovereignty of 
tho people. It is this supreme and un- 
controllable prerogative that makes the 
government of, for and by the people. 


I do not doubt that somo will take 


iasr.e with mo that the judicial func- 
tionary of the government is "represent- 
ative" in a sense that the term repre- 
£.?u:.irive is generally and properly used. 
I; will bo asked, If the supreme court 
is a representative tribunal, what does 
it represent, or who does it represent? 
Xot the people certainly. 'Wliat then? 
Despotism pure and simple. The su- 
preme court is an oligarchy amenable to 
no one. 
The people do not elect them 


nor appoint them. Named by the presi- 
dent and confirmed by the senate, the 
term of a judge is f or life. Is he select- 
ed for his legal attainments? Some- 
times, possibly. Is he named by the 
president because of his partisan predi- 
lections? As a general proposition it may 
bo said thai his name is sent to tho sen- 
ate because of his partisanism. Burns' 
theory was that 


A king can mate'a halted knight, 
A marquis. dul;o end a' thnt, 
Br.t HTI honest man's nboon his might, 
Guid faith, ho manna fa' that. 
r°or a' Iliat and a' that, 
Their ui^niliL'S and a1 that. 
The pith o' sense and prido o' worth 
Are higher ranks than u' that. 


A president and senate can make a 


supreme judge, end a" that, but they 
cannot eliminate from him his frailties; 
they cannot make an honest man of him, 
nor broaden his intellectual vision, iior 
qualify him for high and sacred trusts. 
Such things are "aboon their might." 
As a consequence the supremo court, 
from the first, has been regarded by em- 
inent American statesmen with distrust. 
It has been a political machine, and I do 
not knoTT that I could better express a 
widespread conviction. 
Quite recently 


while the question of the constitution- 
ality of the income tax law was under 
discussion alarm was created because 
one of tho attorneys in his address be- 
fore tho court made a rem:irk which it 
was thought might give tho decision a 
partisan bias and rum the scales of jus- 
tice. 


Bat the gravest arraignment of the 


supreme court erer made by an Ameri- 
can statesman was made by Thomas Jef- 
ferson, ilen may differ widely in their 
estimates of that; eminent American, but 
it requires a- wealth of knowledge few 
men possess to be his eulogist. Xo man 
worthy of consideration will deny his 
towering abilities nor his patriotism. 
Ho believed in the sovereignty of tho 
people and the equality of conditions. 
Destroy either cf these pillars, and the 
government as it was established per- 
ishes. From the first centralization of 
power has been the danger, and Thomas 
Jefferson saw the danger and had the 
conrage to proclaim it. Am I supported 
by the record? Let the following decla- 
ration of Thomas Jefferson determine 
the inquiry. Writing to Thomas Ritchie 
on one occasion, Mr. Jefferson said: 


The jnoiciaiy of the United States is tho sub- 


tle corps of sappers and miners constr.ntly 
TLader^round to undermine the foundations 
of oar federated fabric. » * * Having found 
from experience tt.it impeachment is an im- 
practicable thing, a mere Ecarecrc-.v, they 
consider themselves secure for life: they 
skulk from responsibility to public opinion, 
the only remaining hold on them under a 
prr.ctice first introduced into England by Lord 
iTansfield. An opinion is huddled up in con- 
clave, perhaps bj" n majority of one, delivered 
as if unanimous and "With the silent acquics- 
e-ce of lazy or tinid associates by a crafty 
chief justice "H-ho sophisticates tho la-*v to hia 
mind by a turn of his OTTD reasoning. 


Again writes Mr. Jefferson to Archi- 


bald Thncat: 


The legislative and executive branches may 


sometimes err, but elections and dependence 
trill bring them to rights. The judiciary 
blanch is the instrument which, vrorking like 
gravity vrittoufc intermission, is to press us at 
last into one consolidated mass. 


Treating upon the same subject, Mr. 


Jefferson writes to C. Hammond as fol- 
lows: 


It ha.H Ion0, hov/evor, been my opinion: and 


I have jjevc-r.shrunk from its oxprrsHloii, tliLtb 
tho germ of dissolution of our federal govcru- 
nifiit in in tho conHtitution of the federal Ju- 
diciary, an trrcHyjoiiHiblo body, v/orking Hlta 
t'nivity by niRiifc uiul by day, gaining u little 
today rmd a littlu tomorrow and advancing itfl 
noiseless stt.'p like a thief over the field of ju- 
risdiction until ail shall bo usurped from the 
ctatoH and the governments of all consolidated 
Into one. 


At a later date Mr. Jefferson, address- 


ing a letter to Judge Jolmsou, referring 
to the dangers tln-entcuing the govern- 
ment by the despotic power exercised by 
tlio supreme court, says: 


I cannot lay dcrwn my pen vrithout recurring 


to ono of tho subjects of my former letter, for 
In truth there is no clanger I apprehend HO 
much an tho consolidation of! our governmen! 
by the noigcU'H.s and therefore tuialarming in- 
strumentality of the supremo court. This is 
tho po-vver in "which federalism now arrays it- 
sulf, and consolidation is tho present principle 
of destruction between republicans and pscudo 
repitblicans, but real federalists. 


Still later Mr. Jefferson, realizing tho 


peril of the government Inrkiiig in the 
irresponsible powers usurped by the su- 
preme court, writes to Mr. Corny as fol- 
lows : 


At tho establishment of onr constitution tha 


judicial bodies woro supposed to bo tho mos 
belplesg and'hannlosa membors of the govern 
ment. Experience, however, soon bhowed in 
what way thoy wero to become the most dan 
gcrous—that the Insufficiency of thct meting 
provided for their removal gave them ti f re 
hold and irresponsibility in office; that their 
decisions, seeming to concern individual suit' 
ors only, pass silent and unheeded by tho pub 
lie at largo; that these decisions nevertheless 
becomo law by precedent, sapping by little 
and littlo tho foundations of the constitution 
and working its change by construction before 
any one has perceived that that invisible ant" 
helpless worm lias been busily employed in 
consuming its Bubst-ance. In truth man is no' 
mado to be trusted for lifo if secured agains 
all liability to account. 


I affirm thnt the foregoing arraign- 


ment of the supremo court by Thomas 
Jefferson as far back as 1820-3 was based 
upon facts as he observed them anc 
knew to be true, and subsequent history 
from year to year hag conferred upon 
them the distinguishing dignity o: 
prophecy fulfilled, and in the process o: 
realization states 'have been shorn o: 
their constitutional rights, and the work 
of centralizing power in tho hands o: 
federal functionaries has proceeded mi 
til state rights aro practically obliterat- 
ed. 
Tho decisions of the court have be 


come the law of precedent, authoritative 
example, independent of the sovereignty 
of the people, law to be found in no 
statute- book, law which was never on 
acted by congress and has no foundation 
except the autocratic decree of tho su 
preme court, a luminous or opaque body 
as ono may chooso to designate it, with 
05 or 70 satellites, "district" and "cir 
cnit" courts, spread out over the laud 
all "sappers and miners" working to 
centralize the government and to "un 
dermine tho foundation of our fedora 
fabric, working like gravity without in 
termissiou to press us at last into om 
consolidated mass." 


These satellite courts, at least num 


bers of them, being of small mental cal 
iber and sometimes venal and vicious 
have como to be a pest and a nuisance 
With them a favorite method of govern 
ment is the injunction. An injunction 
is made to have more force than tiny lav 
enacted by congress because it assume 
to bo a higher law than any statute to b 
found in the books. The injunction I.T 
is said to be a combination of Roman 
law and English common law and then 
proceeds to arrogate tho divine right o 
kings to rule without any law at all ex 
cept the whim of the despot. If this i 
not "sapping and mining" the fotinda 
tion of the government, then words hav 
ceased to be the signs of ideas and ar 
without meaning. An injunction iss 
by ono of these satellites of the suprem 
court, sometimes the feed attorneys o 
corporations, tho Oliver Twists of th 
federal judiciary, is permitted to hav 
all tho fores of a ukase issued by th 
autocrat of Russia. It overtops all law 
it strikes down free speech, it strike 
dumb the tongues of men.who though 
themselves free, it arrests free locomotion 
of sovereign citizens, it chains freemen t 
machines and commaiids them to re 


i main until their shackles are remove 
j by "order of tho court." This law of in 


I junction maps out on the laud invisibl 
! dead lines, which if one passes arres 


follows, and tho victim is arraigned be 
fore tho venal vampiro and told that h 
is in "contempt of court," the penalt 
for which at present is fine and impris 
onmeut. "Who hears and tries the case 
The despot who issued the injunction 
Can the victim be heard before an im 
partial jndga imd be tried by a jury o 
his peers, as the constitution provides 
;No. The federal constitution declare 
that "the trial of all crimes, except i 
oases of impeachment, shall be by jury, 
but when a citizen is arrested for th 
crime of "contempt," punishable by fin 
or imprisonment, or both, the law of in 
junction comes in and absolutely aiinu.: 
tho constitution. A jury trinl is denied 
the despot insists upon being prosccutoi 
jury and judge, and decides as passion 
perquisite and perfidy may influeuc 
him, and constantly such despotic act 
are being perpetrated in the Unite 
States of America. 


In this picture, not overdrawn, no 


overcolored, largely within the doruai 
of fact, without a touch of fiction, th 
country has an exhibition of "govern 
ment by injunction," a despotism ill 
republic, citizens appealing to constitn 
tiou. and law, cloven.down, robbed an 
imprisoned by mental deformities who 
clothed in judicial robes, are not oul 
"sappers and miners, working to under 
mine the federal fabric," but who.be 
ing permitted by the people to goverr 
by injunction, have destroyed their dear 
est rights. The question arises—indee 
a number of questions force themselve 
upon the minds of those who are regard 


ul of Ihcir iiijui'l.;us—Are the people at 
11 jealous of tho rights of states or of 
heir individual rights? Are tho people 
ogiiizant of .the stealthy movements of 
he federal judiciary, by which "little 
y little" their rights are disappearing? 
Jo the people comprehend the full meas- 
ure of despotism involved in tho "law 


f injunction." and in "government by 
injunctions?" To these inquiries facts 
rf easy verification force tho reply, The 
American people aro oblivions of threat- 
uiuj? perils to their institutions and 
heir liberties which it would be difil- 
iilt to exaggerate or explain. 


The laws adapted to the fundamental 


acts of tho sovereignty of the people and 
ho equality of conditions are those 
vhioli protect the right to lifo, property, 
icrson and conscience. If either of their 
ighta is infringed by a court, the judge 
lets tho part of a despot aud should be 
nraudod infamous, but such infractious 
ire common, and the "sovereign people" 
jsrfflit them with only mewing coni- 
ilaintp and whining protests. 
Tliu law

cuown to constitution aud law, arrestH, 


es aud sentences a sovereign citizen 


;o prisoK und by imposing a fine robs 
lini of his property, and the despot, 
mowing that his tenure of office is for 
life, and that he is not amenable to the 
people, and that impeachnttnt, even if. 
charged with forgery and embezzlement, 
is impracticable!, sophisticates his utter- 
ances in a way to defeat justice and win 
-ho approval of tho corporation which at

government by injunction.

government which for a century has been 
working "liko gravity" to undermine 
"he federal fabric and inaugurate a ceii- 
;ralized power which has usurped the 
legislative prerogative of enacting laws 
Eor tho government of tho people and 
created a despotism distinguished for 
judicial savagery. 


Is thero still a higher power than that 


of the supreme court? Certainly, thesov- 
ireigu power of the people. Will it bo 
evoked? As cortaiiily as rivers flow to 
the eea. When? Well, tho people are pa- 
tient and long suffering. It may require 
a large number of injunction law coil 
victs to arouse-the people, but there will 
be eventually a kindling of indignation, 
and the people will agniu ba free.

Evictions at Pullman. 


One of the long white envelopes that 


somo of tho Pullman residents have 
been daily in terror of receiving was 
presented to Oliver C. Gibbertson, who 
occupies a small house at SCO Watt av- 
enue. Mr. Gibbertson said he had work- 
ed for the Pullman company for five 
years, but since tho strike had been un- 
able to sccuro any employment. He said 
that he had worked at the trade of fin- 
ishing for 25 years and since the strike 
had repeatedly begged the company to 
give him employment, but his overtures 
met with no success, and he and his 
family are now without even the com- 
mon necessities of life. What few be- 
longings they have left, he says, will bo 
taken out of tho house and placed on the 
street in ten days' time. Gibbertson has 
rent receipts showing that he had paid 
his rent faithfully until the strike at 
the rate of $17.71 a month. 


Tho family complain that they could 


have managed to pay the rent if their 
daughter had been allowed to retain her 
position as boolckeeper in the laundry, 
but at the conclusion of the strike, it is 
alleged, she was discharged 
without 


cause, thus reducing the income of tha 
family.—Chicago Times-Herald,

In a book, every page of which was 
known to him whoso mortal remains 
we have placed reverently here today, 
in the Inspired word of God, we are 
told that those who teach others shall 
Khinc as stars for all eternity. In re- 
flecting sometimes on the lire of Fa- 
ther Garin, hla character as a teacher 
has often forced Itself upon me. He 
was a loyal citizen, an able man of 
business, a. warm Iriend, a 
saintly 
priest, and yet the phase of his char- 
acter that comes most frequently be- 
fore my mind during the last 
tew 
weeks is that peculiar and rare one 
by which he moulded the convictions 
of others, by which he Inspired others 
witli his own noble aspirations, by 
which h» conveyed to his people high 
ideals o£ living, in one .word by which 
ho taught. 
Father Garln was a true teacher, 


not in the ordinary but In a higher 
and broader sense. Like Him who sent 
him he- taught by word and example. 
In ovary phase of his life, the motives, 
the efforts, the successes, the failures 
even, there is most interesting and In- 
structive study. What pure motives! 
What untiring efforts! What humility 
In success! What resignation in fail- 
ure! 
Recall the qualities of a teacher. 
Ills mind is stored by experience, read- 
ing and study, not with dry facts which 
have no Influence on life or conduct, 
not with "ologies" that effect nothing 
except to Inflate with vanity the fool- 
ish possessor of them, but with living 
truths that meet the needs of life, that 
are guides to us In difficulties and sup- 
ply us with motives and Impulses to 
exertion, that rouse to enthusiasm to 
carry on enterprises of value to so- 
ciety and our fellow-men, that have a 
vital contact and application with the 
problems of our dally 
human 
life. 
The true teacher is not vain; he does 
not look clown on those who know less 
than he; he Is benign rather, recogniz. 
Ing in every human soul Infinite pos- 
sibilities. Ills' only passion Is a desire 
to communicate his knowledge, to bet- 
ter his lellow-men by making them 
take broader and deeper views of their 
own natures and the natures of their 
fellow-men. 
With him education Is 
the drawing out, the harmonious de- 
velopment of man's 
moral. 
mental 
and physical faculties. 
As the poet 


«ays: 
Let knowledge grow from 
more 
to 


more 
But more of reverence in us dwell: 
That mind and soul according well, 
May make one music as before, 
But vaster. 
The true teacher is not argumenta- 
tive or polemical; his purpose is not 
to refute adversaries, but by the quiet 
radiance of his wisdom to win convic- 
lon. The true teacher, nevertheless. 
s fearless and honest. He does not 
ilcle his convictions because he does 
not aggressively obtrude 
them; 
he 
:loes not minimize the 
truths that 
wide observation and firm grasp of 
ntellect have made familiar to him. 
The true teacher comes as a prop^het 
to his people with a message, desirous 
of winning their assent by appealing 
.o 
the higher faculties; he Is not a 
:ierce fanatic who will mnke converts 
by 
the 
sword, whether the bloody 
sword 
of 
Mohammedanism 
or the 


Dloodless. yet equally despicable sword 
of social ostracism and un-Chrlstlan 
iate. 
The true teacher hns a truth to con- 
•ey, 
not 
a prejudice to propagate; 
truth makes him charitable, fearless, 
patient, and loving to all men. 
Such a teacher was he whose depart- 
ure from among us we deplore, whose 
mortal remains we place here today, 
to await the call that will bring us all, 
teacehrs nnd taught alike, before the 
tribunal of the great teacher of man- 
kind. the model on whom Father Garln 
fashioned his life. Charitable, his life, 
full of good-will and tenderness, was 
spent in' the service of the poor and the 
uplifting of humanity. 
Patient, 
he 
bore with calm endurance the toils 
nnd privations of the mission on the 
frontier of civilization and displayed a 
courage carried 
even 
to 
heroism. 
Fearless, he had the courage of his 
convictions It mattered not what the 
cost. Loving all men. he preached al- 
ways and to all men the 
sublime 
truth of Christianity, the fatherhood 
of 
God. 
the brotherhood of man, 


faith, tolerance, humility and charity. 
As a teacher yonder school houses are 
ils monument and the children whom 
they shelter bless his memory dally for 
their lessons In science and religion. 
He taught us all better prnclples of 
life, a higher philosophy and the no- 
bility of American 
citizenship. He 
taught us as he walked the streets of 
our city leaving stainless footprints on 
our highways and the'open page of a 
blamless life to be rend by all our cit- 
izens.

I borrow from the obituary of a no- 


ble pagan sentiments which, when el- 
evated by the light of Christianity, ex- 
press 
our feelings towards the denr 
departed dead. If there Is a dwelling 
place for the spirits of the Just, if, as 
the Christian believes, noble souls do 
not perish "with the body, rest thou In 
peace; nnd call us, thy friends and chll- 
iren, from weak regrets and womanish 
laments to the cotemplation of thy vir- 
tues for which we weep not but over 
which we rejoice. Let us honor thee 
not so much with short-lived praises 
as with our reverence, and If our pow- 
ers permit us, with our emulation. It Is 
not that I would disparage praise- or 
forbid the likeness that brings to our 
memory the outward form of the liv- 
ing man: but as the faces of men, so 
nil similitudes of! the fnce are weak 
and perishable things, while the fash- 
ion of the soul is everlasting, such as 
may 
be expressed not on canvas or 
in stone but in our own lives. 
Whatever we loved, whatever we nd- 
mlred in Father Garin survives in eter- 
nity and "will survive in the hearts of! 
his people and fellow-citizens. 
Over 
many, indeed, of those who have gone 
before, the waves of oblivion will roll. 
Father Garln, made knwn to the com- 
ing generations of Lowell by the noble 
lives of those he taught, will live for- 
ever.

Priest is the Late 
Fr. 


Garin Praised, 


"Each lonely place shall him restore 


For him the tear be duly shed, 


Beloved, till life can charm no mora 


And mourn'd till pity's self be dead." 


So sang the poet regarding the beloved 
dead, and no better illustration of the 
beautiful truth of the rhyme need be 
offered than an account of the scene in the 
quiet little God's Acre of our French resi- 
dents, in East 
Chelmsford, yesterday, 


when tho remains of the late venerable 
priest and teacher, Rev. Andre M. Garin, 
O. M. I., were taken from their temporary 
resting place in the receiving vault and 
with simple yet "touching services con- 
signed to the dust from which they came. 


"Though three months have passed since 


the beautiful spirit of the good priest 
winged its flight from 
earthly scenes 


throwing an entire community into sor- 
row,though outward and more conspicuous 
signs of sorrow have disappeared, yet the 
death of Fr. Garin is still deeply mourned 
by his flock, young and old; and yesterday 
when the last public tribute of love and 
respect was paid to his memory this pro- 
found love and veneration was evidenced by 
a gathering numbering many thousands. 


The cemetery has a very appropriate 


location. A great distance from the hustle 
and'confusion of daily city life, it reposes 
on a hill side environed by natural adorn- 
ments which enhance its peaceful pic- 
turesqueness, making it an ideal city 'of 
the dead. 
. 
' 


The receiving tomb in which the remains 


of Fr.Garin have Inin is situated at the foot 
of a hill a short distance from the entrance. 
Some 100 yards above it in the most 
beautiful spot of the entire place is tlie 


rave which now contains the body; and a 
tting place for such remains it is. 
Its situation is upon the summit of a 


high hill which overlooks tho peaceful 
surroundings, and while not entirely se- 
questered it Is protected from the wind 
and rains by the overhanging branches of 
high shade trees. 


At present there Is nothing to mark tho 


lot except the big black cross emblematic 
of the Oblate order which stands alons on 
the summit of the hill so suggestive of a 
Calvary. 


The services, yesterday, which consisted 


of the office for the dead-, and remarks by 
prominent man were held at the grave- 
side 
whero 
a 
large 
space was en- 


closed and In Ita center a stand erected. 
The 
stand 
was 
draped 
in 
black 


relieved by yellow draperies, while on 
a draped pedestal beneath It were three 
floral tributes consisting of a four foot va- 
cant chair of blue and while immortelles, 
decorated with blue and white satin rib- 
bon bearing the inscription, "Born 1S22, 
died 1S05," from Mr. and Mrs. P. L. Gre- 
goire; a closed bible of cut flowers with 
blue and white satin ribbons, from the 
employes of Mrs. P. L. Gregoire; and a 
lame broken crown and sickle from the 
parishioners of the late priest. 


Shortly after two o'clock tho procession 


from tho tomb to the grave began. It was 
led by a cross bearer and altar boys carry- 
ing lighted candles. Thou followed the 
boys' choir from the French college, the 
Society St. Jean Baptlste, the Choir Ros- 
sini, His Mayor Courtney, ex-Hep. Philip 
J. Farley, J. L. Chalifoux, Alms Gauth- 
ier, Charles T. Key, J. H. Guillet, and 
Eleazor Choquette: the remains, borne by 
Messrs. Napoleon Eoy, T. A. Plante, M. 
Drapeau, L. P. Turcotte, J. S. Lapierre, 
and you Lussler and lastly the following 
clergymen: Very Rev. Fr. Gulllard, O. M. 
L. Frs. Amyot, 0. M. I., Marion,0. M. I., 
Nolin, O. M. I., Paquette, 0. M. L, Feat, 
O. M. I., Lamothe, O. M. I., and Forget, 
O. M. I. The last named had full charge 
of the arrangements and worked indefaU- 
gably for the comfort of the vast gather- 
ing.Along the way from the tomb to the 
grave the choir Eossini, Mr. Phlleas David 
leader clianlcd the De Prof undls and other 
psalms in the office for the dead. 


At the graveside, were present also, the 


Gray Nuns from the French school, the 
Sisters of Mary, the Sisters of Charity 
from St. John's hospital and the Brothers 
from the French college. 


The committal service was read by Very 


Rev. Fr. Gulllard, O. M. I., and tho music 
incidental to It was snng in a touching 
manner by tha choir of boys from the 
college and the choir Rossini Jn unison. 
The sincing of the "Libera me Domine" 
and the beautiful "Benedictus" were the 
selections rendered and sung in such a 
manner on such an occasion the effect was 
beautiful in the extreme, the pathetic sen- 
timent given voice in the psalms finding 
echo in the hearts of the multitude present. 


At the conclusion of the office the 


attention of the multitude was taken by 
the speakers on the stand who paid their 
last tributes to tha memory of the dead 


J. H. Guillet, Esq., presided, and after 


beautiful introductory remarks In English 
and French, Introduced the speakers In 
turn who were His Honor, Mayor Court- 
ney Elzear Choquette, Alme Gauthler, 
Philip J. Farley and Charles T. Eoy. 


Major Conrtner'B Address. 


Reverend Fathers, Ladles and Gentle- 
men: A few short months ago our city 
was draped In mourning. On every hand 
were displayed evidences of deepest grief 
and sorrow. The buildings on the line of 
our principal streets were draped in som- 
bre black and bora inscriptions which told 
that some one dear to the hearts of the 
people Had deputed thii life. 


The funeral procession contained many 


civil and religious societies. The govern- 
ment of our city was represented by dela- 
jatlons, and at the religious services, the 
nighest dignitaries of tha church took 
part. 


A stranger might well have Imagined 


that we mourned the loss of aome great 
military hero who was tha idol of the 
people, or some great statesman whose 
sagacity and diplomacy had saved the 
nation In Its hour of peril, and yet 
the 


one whose loss we mourned was not the 
conquerer of armies, nor the saviour of 
a nation, but simply and only one of the 
humblest private citizens In our com- 
munity. Who 
then, 
might 
well tho 


stranger ask, was this common man 
whose death was BO deplored as a 'public 
loss? In reply he might be truly told, he 
was no common man. 


Father Garin, for he it was, was born 


In the heart of sunny France, May 7th, 
1B22. By birth, education, position and 
talents he might have achieved fame and 
fortune in any of the learned professions 
but spurning all wordly advantages which 
lay before him, ho devoted his life to God. 
Truly he was a meek and humble follow- 
er of the lowly Nazarene. 


Had he 90 desired he might have asso- 


ciated with Ihe rich and titled. Instead he 
sought the companionship of the poor and 
lowly in order that ho might cheer them 
nnd make their burdens lighter. 


With his education and talents, he 


might have engaged with kindred minds, 
in search of fame and profit in the de- 
lightful field of literary pursuits. 
But in- 


stead he sought tho ignorant and unlet- 
tered, even the savage Indian, and cheer- 
fully gave his time and talents to their im- 
provements and to teaching them a know- 
ledge of God. 


Instead of seeking for ease, comfort and 


the preservation of health, he braved the 
dangers of sickness and contagious disease 
at the side of ilia sick and dying in order 
to minister to the wants of his fallow-man. 
Ha was Indeed "a pious man whom duty 
brought to shrlovo tho dying and blesi tha 
dead." 


The French Canadian citizens more 


particularly feel tho loss of this good man. 
At the time of his death I saw strong men 
with moistened eyes and trembling lips, 
and I have seen women weep as they 
gazed reverently upon the remains of him 
who loved them with all his large and gen- 
erous heart. 


His life among us during the past quar- 


ter of a century has been one of unremit- 
ting toil and self sacrifice; never complain- 
ing, but seeking to give consolation and 
comfort lo those who were aillicted. 


He did not preach the doctrine of 


hatred, strife and contention. He did not 
seek to play upon tho prejudices and pas- 
sions of men. Bigotry in any form found 
no favor In his sight. His was the doc- 
trine of peace, harmony, kindnens, tolara- 
tion and brotherly love. His gospel was, 
"Peace on earth to men of pood will." 


The immortal poet has said, "the evil 


men do lives after them, while tho good is 
ofttimes interred with their bones." 
This 


quotation so applicable to most men, has 
no application here. He did no evilj in 
his life to live after lilm, but the good -he 
lias done, instead of being buried with his 
bones, will live in the hearts of his fellow- 
men, and future generations will rise up 
and call him blessed.

To Be Held In Lowell Court 


House.: 


IT WII/L BK A MOST INTERESTING 


CASK. . 
WHILE ENGAGED IN THE GENEVA 


MILLS. 


Weak Points Leaking Out In Govern- 


ment Side. 


In the Lowell court house, on Monday, 


June 3, three men will be placed on trial 
for their lives—three men, who, up to one 
night last September, lived a. quiet, un- 
eventful existence, from the charge of 
crime of any nature. 


Their names are Patrick J. Foley, Pat. 


rick Sullivan and Cornelius Neagle. All 
three are young men, the oldest being un_ 
der 30 years of age. They lived in Somer- 
ville. 


Out in the grave yard of tho quiet town 


of Burlington Is a whito tomb stone, upon 
which Is tho name of Duroy S. Foster. 


It Is on the charge of the murder of thia 


man that they will bo tried. The in- 
dictment is in three counts. Tha first 
count charges all three with murder, the 
second charges Foley and Sullivan, and 
the third named Neaglo as aiding and 
abetting. 


It is stated that tho proaacution will 


meot an insuperable shag in trying to im- 
plicate two of the men. 


The three men have remained silent 


and are as brothers. 
They will divulge 


nothing and none of them will testify 
against the other to save himself. 


The trial of three men for the same 


murder is almost unprecedented In Mas- 
sachusetts. 
In that section of Middlesex 


county where the crime was committed 
excitement was at fever heat for months 
after the men had been arrested. 
The tact, judgement and capability, of 


some of the cleverest criminal lawyers 
in the state will be matched, and the 
legal battle will figure prominently as 
a feature. Francis

defend Foley and Sullivan. 


Neagle's counsel Is Sanraol K. Hamilton. 
They will work together In every respect, 
as if they had not been appointed separ- 
ately,and as if they were selecced|as senior 
and junior counsel.

Wier will present the case for the govern- 
ment. 


Judges Sherman and Lilley will hold, in 


view of the fact that the trial will be a 
long one, a special session of the Superior 
court. It was thought for a long time the 
scene would be Cambridge, but the assign- 
ment was made for a date when the civil 
court and the June term of the criminal 
court would be in session at Cambridge. 
Lowell Is considered an inconvenient place 
for the trial, but rather than' postpone it 
that city was decided upon.

as each can challenge 22 jurors and the 
government an equal number.

If the car went at that 
rate of speed there would be no need of a 
fender. 


Import Dutlcu Cut a Small Fiirure Except 


In Times of Scarcity. 


It appears from statistics gathered by 


tho agricultural department that during 
tho ten years onded June SO, 1894, thara 
•were imported, into the United States 
20,405,417 bushels of potatoes, valued 
ut §13,155,431, says the Philadelphia 
Record. The imports of potatoes during; 
the same period exceeded in value the 
exports by tho sum of §9,290,345. 


At first view it seems remarkable that 


a conutry ill which there is such, a pro- 
lific yield of potatoes should not fully 
supply itself without-importations. But 
into the question of supply the cost of 
transportation enters as a controlling 
factor. It is sometimes cheaper to bring 
potatoes from the Canadian provinces, 
Bermuda, or even Scotland, by means 
of •water transportation and to pay the 
tariff levied upon them than to supply 
our eastern markets from domestic 
sources at heavier cost of land transpor- 
tation. It must also bo remembered that 
the potato crop is a very uncertain crop. 
Sometimes the potato bug and sometimes 
"tho rot" plays havoc with tho yield. 
Tho tariff is of sranll consequence, E3- 
cept to make dearer tho seed of the 
farmers in years of scarcity and tho pur- 
chases of consumers who are so situated 
as to be more cheaply supplied from for- 
eign sources. 


alOKE CARS, MORE SEATS. 


The thousands of people who thronged 


Merrimack square during the early after- 
noon yesterday, gave evidence of the great 
popular demand for transportation out- 
ward to the suburbs. 


"When the Lowell & Suburban road re- 


duced the fares by one half to Lakeview 
and other points they probably supposed 
that the patronage would be doubled, but 
If yesterday's demand was any criterion, 
the patronage was more than quadrupled. 


The same number of cars will not be a 


circumstance to such a crowd. 
A whole 


train of cars must be run to Lakeview 
every fifteen minutes on Sunday after- 
noons, in order to accommodate all who 
wish to ride. 
As it was, every car was 


overloaded; indeed there seemed to be a 
goodly load clinging on to the sides. This 
is dangerous but it can be prevented only 
by furnishing additional cars. 
The local 


company can furnish conveyance for any 
emergency and it is to be hoped that an 
effort will be made to 
provide room 


enough for the passengers, so that the 
comfort of the trip to Lakeview will not 
be lost. 


A great many who are inclined to go, 


would never attempt to go there while the 
cars are so crowded. 
But the Lawrence 


lice was also well patronized yestevday 
and the trip is delightful from a scenic 
point of view. The "Jerriinack valley is 
now bedight iu all the splendor of carly 
suminer, forests all abloom and many 
trees in blossom. Along this line already 
are gathering clusters of summer cottages, 
camps and dwellings, mayhap the nucleus 
of tuwns or villages yet to unite Lowell 
»nd Lawrence as one city. 


This trip between Lowell and Lawrence 


5eems to be as popular with tlie people of 
Lawrence as it is with Lowell for they 
•visited this city yesterday iu very large 
numbers. One thing which is very • evi- 
dent from the multitudes who sought con- 
veyance to the suburbs yesterday is, that 
the reduction of the fare struck a popular 
chord. It was a wise move and it will 
further demonstrate the good judgment 
of the company if it provides plenty of 
ears and a seat for every passenger. 


Retrospective Glnnce nt the Work of the 


Firty-tliird Congress. 


If the Fifty-third congress had .accom- 


plished no other reform than the'equal- 
ization of taxes, it would nevertheless 
have earned publio grafitude for its 
work in that direction. 
JTor example, 


under the McKiuley law and tho specific 
system of levying duties which it repre- 
sented tho duties ou a yard of silk worth 
00 cents were precisely tho same as on a 
yard of silk worth ?2. The 50 cent silk 
Is the fabric used by the wives and 
daughters of tho mechanics and others 
of average resources. 
Tho $2 silks ore 


purchased, by the wealthy. The McKin- 
ley law tax was 50 cents a pound, and 
the rich consumers were required to pny 
only about one-fourth of tho percentage 
on values that was charged to the less 
favored consumers. The new law taxes 
according to value, and this creates 
equality iu tho burdeus of governjnent. 


Tho Times has shown that tho new 


tariff law saves tho people more than 
$1,000,000,000 a year in taxes, which 
of itself is a great advantage. But when 
it is considered thut in addition to this 
total saving it also makes a more just 
and equitable distribution of tho bur- 
dens which remain an nMitional virtue 
is disclosed. The saving of the vast sum 
creates a fund for investment in indns 
trial aud commercial pursuits, tho profits 
of which add to tho common capital of 
the country. 
Tho equalization of the 


taxes releases those least ablo to pay 
from unjust burdens and puts a fair 
share of the cost of government upon 
those who derive the greatest benefit 
In other words, economy and justice ore 
alike subserved by the new law. 


But palpable as these advantages are 


they do not comprise the only claims to 
favor which the Fifty-third congress can 
present. 
The saving in the expenses of 


tho governmental departments aro of suf- 
ficient importance to command attention. 
It simplified and improved the system 
of bookkeeping in all t|ie departments, 
with tho result that belter and quicker 
service is rendered, with a greatly re- 
duced force and pay roll. In the treasury 
department alone more than 100 em- 
ployees are cutoff and a saving of $500,- 
000 in salaries secured. In other depart- 
ments tho sarno advantages are gained, 
and altogether nn inestimable benefit is 
secured to the people by the reforms of 
the Fifty-third congress.—TTariRaa City 
Times.

JOLTED AND SHAKEN. 


Many Cities Report DamagB and Loss 


of Life. 


FLOEEXCE, Hay 20. — An earthquake 


fros felt herd Saturday evening. Thou- 
sands of people spent Saturday night la 
the streets and a second 
shock at 11 


o'clock at night intensified the first alarm 
Some slight damage was done and somo 
persona were injured. 


Similar events occurred at ISari. The 


casualties there include four deaths and 
many Injured. Numbers of housus were 
also badly cracked. 


Other villages in the vicinity suffered 


still worse damage. At Grassano id houses 
were wrecked. At. Lapaggi several build- 
ings fell and three person.-: were entombed. 


Tho church at Sao Martlno was cle- 


itroyed while full of worshipers, several 
persons being crushed to death, and m.iny 
who were wounded are still in the ruins. 
The villages of Galluzzo and Gnmbino 
were badly damaged. 


The Prince of Naples and n corps of en- 


gineers have gone to the villages 10 uid in 
the work of rescue. 


There were two earthquake shocks at 


Elena. Ic was less severe at Pisa, Plaeen- 
tla, Bologno and Parma. The earthquake 
was recorded on instruments at Home, 
Kocca di Papa and Ischia. 


After the first severe shocks there were 


repeated lighter ones. The seismic dis- 
turbance was tele at Lucia, Pontedera aud 
generally throughout Tuscany. The cen- 
ter of the movement was at Florence, 
where, for very many years, nothing sim- 
ilar has occurred. 


Tlie Worst >"ot Yet Knoivn. 


Around Florence a number of houses 


were destroyed, and four persons were 
killed. At the time of sending this dis- 
patch full details were wasting, but it is 
believed that later reports from the coun- 
try affected will show that there have been 
a considerable number of lives lost. 


Great damage was done in Florence. An 


Investigation was made by the municipal 
authorities, who 
estimated 
that 
3000 


houses were damaged. The cathedral (La 
Cattedrale di Santa Maria del Flore), an 
imposing example of Italian Gothic archi- 
tecture, and probably the most remarkable 
building of its kind in Europe, was some- 
what damaged. 


The seismic manifestation was tho most 


•violent that Florence has Icnown since 
1-M">. the earthquake of 1730, which is his- 
torical in the annals of the city, having 
"been lighter. 


The population of the city are awed by 


the disaster. Crowds wander about tho 
streets, their only topic of conversation 
"being the shocks. Everybody is anxiously 
awaiting the coming of the night, the fear 
being general that tho quakes will then 
again occur. 


Hovas Routed "by French Troops. 


MOJANGA, May 20.—The first battalion 


of the colonial regiment had a sharp fight 
with a large body o£ Hovas near Maro voay. 
The Hovas fled, leaving GO dead and many 
wounded. There were 13 of the French 
wounded. The French then occupied the 
Hovas' camp.

GOVERNMENT BY 
INJONOTiQN 


A Strong and Clear Arraignment 


by Eugene V. Debs. 


Mental Deformaties Clothed in Judicial Robes 


Who are "Sappers and Miners Working to 
Undermine the Federal 
Fabric"—Jefferson 


Quoted. 


[Special Correspondence.] 


In law an injunction is the decree of 


a judge, ' 'requiring a person to do or to 
refrain from doing certain acts." 


If there ia a statute authorizing tha is- 


suing of injunctions, then, in that case 
no objection need be mado, but in the 
absence of snch a statute an injunction 
issued by a judge ia pure and simple 
absolutism, despotism, and the judge be- 
comes an autocrat. 
Ha usurps in n 


measure the highest authority known to 
government, and the most offensive au- 
thority known to government, and in the 
United States of America au infamous 
authority, un authority which strikes at 
and strikes down the liberties of its vic- 
tims. 


It is unfortunate that tho American 


people have not been inoro thoroughly 
educated in the principles of the political j 
institutions of their government. We 
boast of OTU- free schools, but I venture 
the assertion that in the textbooks ol 
tho schools nothing can bo found beyond 
a mere mention of the "sovereignty ol 
tho people and the equality ol condi- 
tions," the original, perfect,' uncontrol- 
lable), fundamental facts to which'' laws 
may be adapted, but which cannot be 
adapted to laws. " They are tho peculiar 
elements of our political constitution, 
and our first study In education, na well 
as in legislation, should bo directed to- 
ward a full comprehension of laws hav- 
ing lor their basis sovereignty and equal- 
ity. 


It should be understood, in the first 


place, that in our form of government 
there is absolutely nothing above and 
nothing boyond the universal, perfect 
aud absolute sovereignty of tho people. 
This sovereignty penetrates all classes, 
directs all laws and affects all subjects. 
This is more clearly defined when it is 
said that every fun ctionary of govern- 
ment, legislative, judicial and executive, 
is representative, and all authority exer- 
cised is derived from the sovereignty of 
the people. It is this supreme and un- 
controllable prerogative that makes the 
government of, for nnd by the people. 


I do not doubt that some will take 


issue with mo tnat the judicial func- 
tionary ol the government is "represent- 
ative" inn sense that the term repre- 
sentative is generally and properly used. 
It will bo asked, If the supremo court 
is n representative tribunal, what does 
it represent, or who does it represent? 
Not the people certainly. 
What then? 


Despotism pure and simple. The su- 
preme court is on oligarchy amenable to 
no one. The people do not elect them 
nor appoint them. Named by the presi- 
dent and confirmed by the senate, the 
term of » judge is for life. Is he select- 
ed for his legal attainments? Some- 
times, possibly. 
Is h.e named by the 


president because of his partisan predi- 
lections? As a general proposition it may 
be said that his name is" sent to the sen- 
ate because of his parfcisanism. 
Burns' 


theory was that 


A Idne can make a belted knight, 
A marquis, duke and [•.' that, 
But tin honest man's aboou hia might, 
Guld faith, he mnuna fa' that. 
For n' that and n' that, 
Their dignities nnd a' tliat.

A president nnd senate can make a 


supreme judge, and n' that, tut they 
cannot eliminate from, him his frailties; 
they cannot make an honest man of him, 
nor broaden his intellectual vision, nor 
qualify him for high aud sacred trusts. 
Snch things aro "aboon their might." 
As a consequence the supremo court, 
from the first, has.been regarded by em- 
inent American statesmen with distrust. 
It has been a political machine, and I do 
not know .that I could better express a 
widespread conviction. Quite recently 
while the question of tho constitution-

Men may differ widely in their 
estimates of that eminent .American, but 
it requires a wealth of knowledge few 
men possess to be his eulogist. No man 
•worthy of consideration will deny his 
towering abilities nor his patriotism. 
Ho believed,-in. the sovereignty of the 
people, and tha equality of conditions. 
Destroy either of these pillars, and the 
government as it was established per- 
ishes. .From the .first centralization ol 
power has been the danger, and Thomas 
Jefferson .saw the danger and had the 
courage to proclaim it. Am I supported 
by the record? Let the following decla- 
ration of Thomas Jefferson determine 
the inquiry.; Writing to Thomas Ritchie 
on one occasion, Mr..Jefferson said: 


Tho judiciary of tho United States is the sub- 


tle corps of suppers and minors constantly 
underground to undermine the foundations 
of our federated fabric. * * * Having found 
from experience tn.it Impeachment is. an im- 
practicable thins, a more scarecrow, they 
consider themselves secu.ro tor life; tliey 
skulk from reapomibility to public opinion, 
the only, remaining hold on .them under o 
prsctica first introduced into England by Lord 
ilansfleld. An opinion is huddled up in con- 
clave, -perhaps- by n majority of one, .delivered 
as if unanimous snd with the silent acquies- 
ence of lazy or tliaid associates by n crafty 
chief justice who KCphisticates the law to his 
mind by a tlirn °{ hls <"™ reasonlnB- 
Again writes Mr. Jefierson to Archi- 


bald Thucat: ,.. , 


The legislative: and .executive branches may 
sometimes err,.but elections and dependence 
will bring them .to rights. The judiciary 
branch is the instrument..which,, working, like 
gravity -syithont intermission,-is to press na at 
la^t into ono consolidated maafl. 
-,.. Tre.ating-^upon.:the sama^ubjsct, Mr. 
Jefferson •writes to O. Hammond as fol- 
lows: .

It has long, however, hcen my opinion, and 


I have novor nhrunk from its expression, that 
the germ of dissolution ol onr federal govern- 
ment is in th/i constitution of tho federal ju- 
dlelary, an Irresponsible tody, -working lilto 
gravity, by night and by day, gaining a little 
today and a llttlo tomorrow and advancing its 
noiseless step like a thief over tho field of ju- 
risdiction until oil Bholl be usurped from tho 
Btutes ond tho governments of all consolidated 
into ono. 


At a later date Mr. Jefferson, address- 


ing a letter to Judge Johnson, referring 
to the dangers threatening the govern- 
ment by the despotic power exercised by 
the supreme court, says :' 


I cannot lay down my pen without recurring 


to ono of tho subjects of my former letter, for 
In truth there is no danger I apprehend so 
much as tho consolidation of onr government 
by tho noiseless and therefore; unalarming in- 
strumentality oE the supremo court. This ia 
tho power in which federalism now arrays it- 
self, and consolidation is tbo present principle 
of destruction between republicans andpsendo 
republicans, but real federalists. 


Still later Mr. Jefferson, realizing the 


peril of the government lurking in tho 
irresponsible powers usurped by the su- 
preme court, writes to Mr. Coray as fol- 
lows : 


At tho establishment of our constitution ths 


judicial bodies wero supposed to bo the most 
holpless and harmless members of the govern- 
ment. Experience, however, soon ahpwed in 
what way they were to become tho moat dan- 
gerous—that tho Insufficiency of the' means 
provided for their removal gavo them & free- 
hold and Irresponsibility in offlco; that their 
decisions, Boeraiug to concern individual suit- 
ors only, pass silent and unheeded hy the pub- 
lic at largo; that these decisions nevertheless 
become law by precedent, sapping hy little 
and little the foundations of tho constitution 
nnd working its change by construction before 
any ouo has porceivod that that invisible anrl 
helpless worm has been busily employed in 
consuming ita substance. In truth man. is not 
mndo to he trusted for life if secured against 
all liability to account. 


I affirm that the foregoing arraign- 


ment of the supreme court by Thomas 
Jefferson as far back aa 1820-3 was based 
upon facts as he observed them and 
knew to be true, and subsequent history 
from year to year has conferred upon 
them the distinguishing 
dignity of 


prophecy fulfilled, nnd in the process of 
realization states have been shorn of 
their constitutional rights, and the work 
of centralizing power in the hands ol 
federal functionaries has proceeded un- 
til state rights are practically obliterat- 
ed. The decisions of the court have be- 
come the law of precedent, authoritative 
example, independent of the sovereignty 
of the people, law to be found in no 
statute book, law which was never en- 
acted by congress and has no foundation 
except the autocratic decree of tha su- 
preme court, a luminous or opaque body, 
as one may choose to designate it, with 
Go or 70 satellites, "district" and "cir- 
cuit' ' courts, spread out over the kind, 
all "sappers and miners" working to 
centralize the government and to "un- 
dermine the foundation of our federal 
fabric, working like gravity without in- 
termission to press us at last into one 
consolidated mass." 


These satellite courts,. at least num. 


bers ol them, being of small mental cal- 
iber and sometimes venal and vicious, 
have come to be a pest and a nuisance. 
With them a-favorite method of govern- 
ment is the injunction. An injunction 
is made to liavo more force than any law 
enacted by congress because it assumes 
to be a higher law than any statute to bo 
found in the books. Tha injunction law 
is said to be a combination of Roman 
law and English common law and then 
proceeds to arrogate the divine right oi 
kings to rule without any law at all ex- 
cept the whim of the despot. If this isi 
not "snpping and mining" tbe founda- 
tion ol the government, then words have 
ceased to be the signs of ideas and are 
without meaning. An injunction issued 
by ono of these satellites of'the supreme 
court, sometimes the feed attorneys of 
corporations, tho Oliver Twists of the 
federal judiciary, is permitted to have 
all the force of a niase issued by the 
autocrat of Russia. It overtops all law, 
it strikes down free speech, it strikes 
dumb the tongues of men who thought 
themselves free, it arrests free locomotion 
of sovereign citizens, it chains freemen to 
machines and commands them to ,re- 
main until their shackles are removed 
by " order of the court.'' This law ol in- 
junction .maps out on the land invisible 
dead lines, which il ono passes arrest 
follows, and the victim is'arraigned be- 
fore the venal vampire and told that he 
is in "contempt, of court," tho penalty 
for -which at present is fine and impris- 
onment. Who hears and tries tho case? 
The despot who issued the injunction. 
Can the victim be heard before an im- 
partial judge ;md be tried by a jury of 
his peers, as the constitution provides? 
.TSTo. The federal constitution declares 
that "the trial of all crimes, except iu 
oases of impeachment, shall be by-jury," 
but when a citizen is arrested for the 
crime of "contempt," punishable by flue 
or imprisonment, or both', the law of in- 
junction comes in and absolutely annuls 
the constitution. A jury trial is denied; 
the despot insists npou being prosecutor, 
jury and judge, and decides as passion, 
perquisite and. perfidy may influence 
him, and constantly such despotic acts 
are being perpetrated in the United 
States o f America.

In. this picture, not overdrawn, not 


overcolored, largely within the domain 
of. faojb, without a touch of fiction, the 
country has an exhibition of " govern- 
ment by in junction,'' a despotism in a 
republic, citizens appealing to constitu- 
tion and law, cloven down, robbed and 
imprisoned by mental deformities who, 
clothed in. judicial robes, are not only 
"sappers and miners, working tp'under- 
mine the federal fabric," .but who, be- 
ing permitted by the people to govern 
by injunction, have destroyed their dear- 
est rights. The question arises—indeed 
a,numberr9f-,,qu.estions;fqrce .themselves 
upon'the ininds ol those who;are regard- 


ful ol their liberties—Are the people at 
all jeaipns of tha rights of states or of 
their individual rights? Are the people 
cognizant of tho stealthy movements of 
tbe federal judiciary, by which "little 
by little" their rights are disappearing? 
Do the people comprehend the full meas- 
ure of despotism involved in the "law 
of injunction" and in "government by 
injunctions?" 
To these inquiries facts 


of easy verification force the reply, The 
American people are oblivious of threat- 
ening perils to their institutions and 
their liberties ivhich it •would be diffi- 
cult to exaggerate or explain. 


Tho laws adapted to the fundamental 


facts of the sovereignty of the people and 
the equality of conditions are those 
which protect the right to life, property, 
person and conscience. If either of their 
rights is infringed by a court, the judge 
acts the part of a, despot arid should be 
branded infamous, but such infractions 
aro common, and the "sovereign people" 
permit them with only mewing com- 
plaints mid whining protests. The law 
of injunction, which is but a decree of 
a judge, strikes down every guarantee 
known to constitution and law, arrests, 
tries and sentences a sovereign citizen 
to prison and by imposing a fine robs 
him of his property, and the despot, 
knowing that his tenure of office is 1 or 
life, and that he is not amenable to the 
people, and that impeachment, even if 
charged with forgery and embezzlement, 
is impracticably sophisticates his utter- 
ances in n way to defeat justice and win 
the approval of tho corporation which at 
the same time feeds his vanity and stuffs 
his pockets. Such is a brief outline of 
government by injunction. 


Under such circumstances it would be 


straugo indeed if there were not on all 
sides a growing distrust and. contempt 
for tho federal judiciary, a,branch ol the 
government which for a century has been 
working "like gravity" to undermine 
the federal fabric and inaugurate a cen- 
tralized power which has usurped the 
legislative prerogative of enacting laws 
for tho government of the people and 
created a despotism distinguished for 
judicial savagery. 


Is there still a higher power than that 


of the supreme oourt? Certainly, the sov- 
ereign power of the people. Will it be 
evoked? As certainly as rivers flow to 
the sea. When? Well, the people are pa- 
tient and long suffering. It may require 
a large number of injunction law con- 
victs to arouse the people, but there will 
bo eventually a kindling of indignation, 
and the people will again be free.

Evictions at Pullman. 


One of the long.white envelopes that 


some of the Pullman residents have 
been daily in terror of receiving was 
presented to Oliver C. Gibbertson, who 
occupies a small house at 360 Watt av- 
enue. Mr. Gibbertson said he had work- 
ed for the Pullman company for five 
years, but since the strike had been un- 
able to secure any employment. He said 
that he had worked at the trade of fin- 
ishing for 25 years and since the strike 
had repeatedly begged the company to 
give him employment, but his overtures 
met with no success, and he and his 
family are now without even the com- 
mon necessities of. life. What few be- 
longings they have left, he says, will be 
taken out of the house and placed on the 
street in ten days' time. Gibbertson has 
rent receipts showing that he had paid 
his rent faithfully until the strike at 
the rate of $17.71 a month. 


^.The family complain that they could 


have managed to pay the rent if their 
daughter had been allowed to retain her 
position as bookkeeper in the laundry, 
but at the conclusion of the strike, it ia 
alleged, she was discharged 
without 


cause, thus reducing the income of the 
family.—Chicago Times-Herald. 


Twenty Hours a Day. 


The grievances of the industrial na- 


bobs who are agitating for an eight hour 
or a nine hour workday, according to 
how they feel about it, slrrink into noth- 
ingness beside those of the mineral wa- 
ter makers. One hundred of them, con- 
sisting of bottlers and drivers who have 
been trying to feel as if they enjoyed life 
by working 20 hours a day, have decided 
that it can't be done. 


They nailed . their colors to the mast 


and went on strike. They say they must 
have an IS hour workday or die. This 
would give them sis hours out of every 
24 for sleep, rest, refreshment, court- 
ship, etc. Incidentally they demand that 
the rate of wages shall be $14 a week. 


John.. Grouty, an intelligent looking 


man, who evidently means business, said: 
"All wo have been getting so far con- 
sisted ol cat naps now and then and 
sometimes au hour or two of time. Forty 
Winks at a time was always a boon to 
us. I have been only half awake, for 
weeks, and sometimes I actually take a 
nap when I'm on my feet going through 
my. duties.''—J. A. McLean in New 
York Journal

destroying dwellings, business blocks and' 
public buildings arid a large amount of 
other property. 
The loss will exceed $500,- 


000. 


iFire broke out shortly after 3 o'clock in 


the lumber yard of W. B. Fonda,, and iu a 
short time several large piles oE lumber 
and the business office had ignited. A 
high wind prevailed, aud all efforts to 
check the nre wore unavailing. From the 
lumber yards it spread to adjoining build- 
ings, destroying the blacksmith shop of 
Louis St. Oyi1, Chisholm Bros.' store, and 
a tenement house and drug store Downed 
and occupied by B1. Eldred. 
. 
^ 


The fire nest spread to the big building 


occupied by the Crown Furniture corn- 
company and Collins' meat market. The 
blocks of Wood & Favro, J. H. Montiforo 
aud "W. K. Dean, adjoining, were also de- 
stroyed. 


At this point the wind had increased to 


a miniature hurricane, andburuingombors 
were carried in every direction. Tho local 
fire apparatus and a large force of towns- 
men endeavored to prevent the fire, from 
extending to Main street, -where the largo 
business blocks wore located, but their 
efforts had little effect. 


Assistance Called For. 


Swauton and Burlington were called on 


for help, aud at half-past four the first 
piece of apparatus- arrived. A steamer 
from Burlingon arrived at half-past five, 
and all streams were directed to the build- 
ings on Main street, which had ignited. 


It was found impossible to prevent the 


Main street blocks from burning, and a 
dozen buildings were soon on fire at once. 
The first Main street structures that ignited 
were the stores of W. S. Bailey and F. B. 
Morton. 
The Wallace Printing Co.'s 


building, the stores of Lombard & "Win- 
throp, Marceau & "Vincent, and Fuller's 
livery stable were laid in ashes soon after. 
The horses and most of the carriages, har- 
nesses, etc., in the latter were saved. 


Tho government building on iKingman 


street caught fire a few minutes after 5 
o'clock, and was gutted. 
Most of the 


papers, furniture, etc., were saved. The 
Hill block, occupied by J. B. Welch aud 
W. X. Adams, was levelled to the ground, 
- At; 5:30 tho Messenger building caught 
flre and burned fiercely, the fire extending 
to the block occupied by W. H. Ellis and 
W. B. Woodward's stores. 


Host o£ the buildings were o£ wood, and 


burned like tinder before the strong gale, 
many occupants not having time to save 
their effects. 


Moore'a marble works on 
Foundry 


rtreet, Ryan's grocery store and 12 tene- 
ment houses In the vicinity on - the same 
street were destroyed. Shortly before six 
o'clock the entire Burlington flre depart- 
ment arrived and all companies joined 
forces in an attempt to check the flra on 
Main street. 


Flames "Under Control. 


The attempt was partially successful, 


and the flro was checked in time to sava 
the best blocks on Main street. The stores 
of A. L. Weeks, A. J. Lang and G. H. 
Harvey, however, were burned, and R-t 
this point the progress of the flre was 
stayed. Tho fire was gotten under control 
on Foundry . street, six blocks north of 
Moore's Marble .works. The fire made al- 
most a clean sweep from Stebhins street to 
Hoyt. At 6-.30 the fire was under control. 


The flre swept along the following course, 


after leaving Fonda's lumber yard: North- 
erly, along Catherine street, after igniting 
many wooden buildings nearby, then 
sweeping ICingman street. Centre and 
Hoyt streets were next visited by the 
hungry element. Main street, from Hoyt 
to Centre on one side and from Kingman 
to C. H. Harvey's on the other, was laid in 
ashes. 


Fully SO families 
ore homeless, the 


wooden tenements having been swept like 
tinder, giving the occupants hardly time 
to save their effects- . The hotels used 
kerosene and candles last night, as the gas 
and electric services were cut off. The 
only light in the streets was from tho 
smoldering embers.

In a book, every page of -which was 
known to him whose mortal remains 
we have placed reverently here today, 
n the Inapired word of God, we are 
:old that those who teach others shall 
shine as stars for all eternity. In re- 
loctlng- sometimes on the life of Fa- 
:her Garln, his character as a teacher 
lias often forced Itself upon me. He 
was a loyal citizen, an able man of 
Business, a warm friend, a' saintly 
priest, and yet the phase of his char- 
acter that comes most frequently be- 
fore my mind during the last 
few 
weeks is that peculiar and rare one 
ay which he moulded the convictions 
of others, by which he Inspired others 
with his own noble aspirations, by 
which he conveyed to his people high 
.deals of living, In one word by which 
he taught. 
Father Garln was a true teacher, 


not lr. the ordinary but in a higher 
and broader sense. Like Him who sent 
him he taught by word and example. 
In every phase of his life, the motives, 
the efforts, the successes, the failures 
even, there Is most Interesting and In- 
structive study. "What pure motives! 
What untiring efforts! What humility 
In success! What resignation In fail- 
ure! 
Itecall the qualities of a teacher. 
His.mind Is stored by experience,read- 
ing and study, not with dry facts which 
have no Influence on life or conduct, 
not with "ologlcs" that effect nothing 
except to Inflate with vanity the fool- 
ish possessor of them, but with living 
truths that meet the needs o£ life, that 
fire guides to us In difficulties and sup- 
ply us with -motives anrl Impulses to 
exertion, that rouse to enthusiasm to 
carry on enterprises of value to so-

The true teacher Is not vain; he does 
not look down on those who know less 
than he; he Is benign rather, recogniz- 
ing in every human soul Infinite pos- 
sibilities. Ills only passion Is a desire 
to communicate his knowledge, to bet- 
ter his fellow-men by making them 
take broader and deeper views of their 
own natures and the natures of their 
fellow-men. 
With him education Is 
the drawing out, the harmonious de- 
velopment of mon's moral.

But more ol reverence In us dwell; 
That mind and soul according well, 
May make one music as before, 


But vaster. 
The true teacher is not argumenta- 
tive or polemical; his purpose Is not 
to refute adversaries, but by the quiet 
radiance of Ills wisdom to win convic- 
tion. Ths true teacher, nevertheless. 
Is fearless and honest. He does not 
hide his convictions because he does 
not aggrassively obtrude 
them; 
be 


does not minimize the 
truths 
that 


ivlfle observation and firm grasp of 
Intellect have made familiar to him. 
The true teacher comes as a prophet 
to nls people with a message, desirous 
of wlnnlnR their assent by appealing 
to 
the higher faculties; he is not a 


fierce fanatic who will make converts 
by 
the 
sword, whether the bloody 
sword 
of 
Mohammedanism 
or the 
bloodless, yet equally despicable sword 
of social ostracism and un-Chrlstlan 
hate. 
The true teacher hns a truth to con- 
vey, 
not 
a prejudice to propagate; 
truth makes him charitable, fearless, 
patient, and loving to all men. 
Such a teacher was he whose depart- 
ure from among us we deplore, whose 
mortal remains We place here today, 
to await the call that will bring us all, 
teacehrs and taught alike, before the 
tribunal of tho great teacher of man- 
kind, the model on whom Father Garln 
fashioned his life. Charitable, his life, 
full of good-will and tenderness, was 
spent in the service of the poor and the 
uplifting of humanity.

bore with calm endurance the toils 
and privations of the mission on the 
frontier of civilization and displayed a

our city leaving stainless footprints on 
our highways and the open page of a 
blamless life to be read by all our cit- 
izens.

I borrow from the obituary of a no- 
ble pagan sentiments which, when el- 
evated by the light of Christianity, ex- 
press 
our feelings towards the dear 
departed dead. If there Is a dwelling 
place for the spirits of the just, if, as 
the Christian believes, • noble souls do 
not perish with the body, rest thou In 
peace; and call us. thy friends and chil- 
dren, from weak regrets and womanish 
laments to the cotemplatlon of thy vir- 
tues for which we weep not but over 
•which we rejoice. Let us honor thee 
not so much with short-lived praises 
as with our reverence, and if our pow- 
ers permit us, with our emulation. It Is 
not that I would disparage praise or 
forbid the likeness that brings to our 
memory the outward form of the liv- 
ing man; but as the faces of men, so 
all similitudes of the face are weak 
and perishable things, while the fash- 
Ion of the soul Is everlnstlng, such as

be expressed -not on canvas 'or 
In stone but In our own lives. 
Whatever we loved, whatever we nd- 
mlred In Father Garln survives in eter- 
nity and will survive in the hearts of 
his people and. fellow-citizens.

NEW YOEK, May 20.—Father Ducoy,

, May 20. — Tho fact that 


one of the supremo court justices who had 
voted for tho income tax law asked for 
further tlrno to consider tho case as pre- 
sented at the second hearing his come to 
light, and this, with other circumstances 
of a confirmatory character, has led to a 
general impression that whon the opinion 
shall he announced it will be found that 
the majority of tho nine justices aro op- 
posed to It in all its details, and that the 
law will be declared unconstitutional in 
toto'. 


It Is known that tho memrjers of the 


court who opposed ths law from the he- 
ginning are fairly confident of this result, 
but will not allow themselves to feel cer- 
tain till the final vote shall he taken prior 
to going Into court. The justices opposed 
to the law consider it possible chat at the 
final conference, when ifc shajl so appear 
that they are in tho maljbrity; they may 
secure other accessions. Such "deathbed" 
conversions, " as a member of tho court 
calls them, arc said not to bo so rare as is 
supposed. 


It is said that the opinion is now being 


prepared on the theory that the opponents 
of the law will have five votes (that is a 
majority), and in that Event the resiilt, it 
is said, will again be the work of Chief 
Justice Fuller. 


There is a possibility that tho opinion 


may he handed down this afternoon, but 
members of the court say that, in view of 
the possibility of changes, it is impossible 
for them to say positively. 


Half n Victory. 


CHICAGO, Stay 20. — The Chicago 'Wo- 


men's club has obliterated the color line. 
Character; backed by intelligence, is now 
the only condition, of membership in the 
organization. This was accomplished only 
after a prolonged and, at times, heated dis- 
cussion. Since Panny "Williams, a colored 
•woman, failed to become a member of the 
club, early last winter, this question of 
color had been the one- live issue in tho 
club. But tho victory is only half won 
for the Chicago women. They must carry 
their point in the Confederation of "Wo- 
men's clubs, a national organization with 
which the Chicago club is affiliated.
